Washington, — The United States 
should either enforce the Monroe doc- 
trine or formulate a new one broad 
enough to prevent Japanese commer 
cial interests from securing control of 
territory about Magdalen Bay, in the 
opinion of Scnators Lodge, Bacon and 
other members of the foreign affairs 
committee of the senate.

Saskatchewan Government Offers 
Silver Trophy for Exhibits at Ory 
Farming Exposition. 


Lethbridge, Alberta—The govern- 
ment of Saskatchewan, through Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell, minister of agricul- 
ture, has offered a silver trophy and 
a cash prize for the two best exhibits 
of agricultural products of that prov- 
ince display.d at the International 
Dry-Farmez Products’ Exposition at 
Lethbridge, October 21-26 next. 

The Provincial Government plans to 
sweep everything before it at the Ex- 
position, and is arranging for an ex- 
hibition that will cost approximately 
$5,000, It is estimated that fully 1000 
farmers from Saskatchewan will at-/| 
tend the Dry-Farming Congress., 

The Department has placed the mat- 
ter of arranging a provincial exhibit 
in the hands of Mr, H. N. Thompson, 
whose successful exhibit work at Col- 
orado Springs last year, coupled with 
his experience in the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture, with which 
he is an agronomist, qualifies him as 
an expert in this line. 

Mr. Thompson has made application 
for the reservation of 2000 square feet 
of floor space for the provincial ex: | 
hibit, 300 lineal feet for 50 or more 
districts in Saskatchewan, and he an- 
nounces that he will be able to make 
entries in every individual class of 
products, 

Saskatchewan, Jast year, came 
within a very few points of winning 
the Great Sweepstake price at Col- 
orado Springs. losing out only 
through the fact that it had very few 
vegetables, whereas Alberta won by 
having a large vegetable display that 
scored high, 

The province holds the honor of hav- 
ing produced the best bushel of wheat 
in the world in 1911, and Mr, Thomp- 
son {is arranging to uphold this honor 
this year at Lethbridge. He reports 
that the Department of Agriculture ts 
sending out six lecturers and organiz- 
ers, who are making a feature of in- 
teresting farmers to specialize. Those 
farmers who make a particular study 
of any one class of agricultural prod- 
uct will be given ald in their work 
by the Department of Agriculture, so 

st they may specialize even more 
in that class. in this way it is ex- 
pected that the very best products of 
each class will be provided. 


MAY 24 WILL BE PUBLIC HOLIDAY 


Report to the Contrary Is Given Of- 
ficlal Denial at State Department. 

Ottawa.—A report that May 24 will 
not be a public holiday this year is 
given an official denial at the state de- 
partment, 

In order to abolish the two-genera- 
tion-old custom of observance of May 
24, first as Queen Victoria's birthday, 
and after her death as Victoria Day, 
it would be necessary to change the 
statute, anl that was not done at the 
last session of parliament. 

Although no legislation was passed 
last session tm that regard, June 3 will 
be a public holiday. as being the birth- 
duy of the réiguing sovereigu, adc: 
proclamation to that effect will prob- | 
ably be issued in the course of a week 
or two, 

The result, so far as this year at 
least {s concerned, may ‘be that June 
3 will be merely a bank and a gov- 
ernment holiday, with a military sa- 
lute fired at the various stations. 


TO KEEP OUT PEST. 
Government Adopts Precautionary } 
Measures Against Frult Fly. 


Ottawa.—In addition to the regula- 
tion prohibiting the importation of un- 


canned frults and vegetables from Ha- 
wali, as a precaution against the in-| 
coming of the Mediterranean fruit fly, | 
the government has issued an order | 
fn council requiring importers of nur- | 
sery stock and transportation com- | 
panies and customs brokers engaged | 
in the importation of nursery stock to | 
notify the Dominion entomologist of | 
all such imports arriving. The im- 
porters are also required to notify the 
entomologist, giving all particulars 
within five days of ordering. 


H. B. COMPANY ASKS TOO Muv.. 


Delay in Privy Councli Assent May 
Covering Scheme not Divulged. 


London,—The delay in the decision 
lof the lords of the privy coun- 
cil upon toe Hudsons Bay Company 
petition for a suplemental charter is 
attributed to the company’s insertion 
of ammendments in the original de-| 
mands 

The charter will probably provide a 
sanction for a scheme of supplying 
shares in denomination of one pound 
each Another provision invests the 
company with borrowing powers The 
old charter holds back from profit dis- 
tribution, the last 1,500,000 acres of 
the companys land so as to reduce 
the capital and reduce the liabilities 

Sanction is now being asked for 
other arrangements, It is thought the 
abolition of the provision which prac- 
tically guarantees the repayment of 
capital is a prelude to a big scheme 
not yet divulged which probably has 
not yet been decided upon in detail, 


Turkey Will Re-open Dardanelles. 

Constantinople—The courcii, of 
ministers here decided to reopen the 
Tardeniles under the pame conditions 
as prevailed before the closure, April 
18. The council, however reserved the 
right to close the Dardanelles again 
should the necessity arise. Orders 
were immediately transmitted to this 
effect to the officers in control of the 
Dardenelles, but it will be several days 
before the channel is cleared, The 
decision gives great rellef to those ir’ 
terested-in shipping and is generally 
epproved as indicating the strength 
of Turkey's position. 


Dominion Fiscal Figures. 

Ottawa.—-The first month of the new 
fiscal year shows an extraordinary in- 
crease in the revenue from customs 
duties and sets a.pace which tf it can 
be maintained throughout the year 
will produce in the neighborhood of 
one hundred millions, 

The custom receipts from the month 
of April just ended reached $8,057, 
962.25., ‘The figures for April of 1911-

THE HOME RULEDEBATE 


LITTLE INTEREST 18 SHOWN IN 
THE LENGTHY SPEECHES. 


Lese Display of Interest Than Was 
Ever Shown in Commons in Connec- 
tion With a Great Political Project 
—Presents Remarkable Contrast. 


London.—No great political project 
was ever debated in the house of com- 
mons with less display of interest on 
the part of the members and the gen- 
eral public than the home rule bill. 
Speeches were delivered to a halt 
empty house, A few Irish priests were 
the only spectators in the galleries 
who appeared particularly. concerned 
with what was passing on the floor. 

A recent oratical performance, in 
which Winston Churchill, who is rated 
as the most brilliant of the younger 
politicians in either party, was the 
star, received hardly any enthusiasm. 
A more remarkable contrast than was 
presented by this exhibition, and the 
flerce battles over tne other two home 
tule bills when statesmen like Glad- 
stone, Parnell, Chamberlain and Har- 


| tington fought’ bitterly every inch ut 


the ground and racial and party pas- 
sions were stirred to the depths, 
could not possibly be conceived. 
One reason for this is the present 
hew system whereby the house of 
lords may prolong legislation over a 
period of two years, which postpones 


| the critical stage of the measure. An- 
| other is the nature of the Conserva- 


tive opposition to the bill, which, ex- 
cept”on the part of the representatives 
of Ulster, is generally lukewarm. Sev- 
eral members complained of the lengti 
of the speeches., And the speaker 


confessed himself bored, and remark- 
ed: “I am sure that the house would 
rather hear three speeches of twenty 
minutes each than one ot sixty min 
utes.” This was stceived wh shouts 
of approval, 

The Right Honorable J.B, B, Seely, 
parliamentary secretary of the war of- 
fice, said that those who doubted the 
sincerity of Irishmen when they de- 
clared that they would carry out the 
act honorably and fairly were the 
same persons who doubted the good 
faith of the Boers when the South 
African Union act was introduced. 
“You were wrong then,” he added, ad- 
dressing the opposition, ‘and now ad- 
mit it. Are you going to be so mad 
as to repeat your error?” 

“The Irish people,” he continued 
“have shown as a whole that they are 
the last people to break their pledge 
or word and we are right in trusting 
the respensilic ‘eaders of the gr -at 
majority of Irishmen.”

CONNECT WESTERN CITIES. 

System of Rapid Transit to Operate 
Between Calgary and Win- 
nipeg. 

Winnipeg.—A great ‘system of rapid 
transit lines operating by hydro-elec- 
tric power and linking up the principal 
cities of the Canadian prairie west is 
foreshadowed by an amalgamation of 
interests said to be pending between 


the Alberta Interurban Railway and 
the Manitoba Rural Railways. The 
latter company secured a charter at 
the recent session of the Legislature, 
and the Reese jn.erests are sald tu 
be back of the deal. The same in- 
terests are negotiating with Sir Wtl- 
lam Mackenzie to take over the Win- 
nipeg Electric Company and its sub- 
sidiaries. The Alberta Interurban 
holds a charter for 1,200 miles east- 
ward from Calgary through Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, and this company 
has just let the contract for the first 
65 miles northeasterly from Calgary 
to Carbon. This section will be op- 
erated this fall as a steam road, but 
its extension into Saskatchewan will 
be steadily pushed, and its ultimate 
electrification is certain. Power for 
the Saskatchewan section may be ob- 
tained from the important hydraulic 
development the Saskatchewan gov- 
ernment: fs contemplating at the el- 
bow of the South Saskatchewan river, 

The promoters of the scheme at 
present plan to link up Winnipeg, 
Portage la Prairie, Brandon, Regina, 
Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, Prince Albert, 
Battleford, Edmonton, Calgary, Medi- 
cine Hat and Lethbridge.

Bodies of Titanic Victims. 
Halifax, N. §8.—Loaded with 190 
bodies of the victims of the Titanic 
disaster, the Mackay-Bennett made 
port, after having buried at sea 116 
bodies, some of which were identified. 


Captain Lardner, who commanded the 
death cruise, with broken voice de- 
clared his vessel was unable to bring 
ashore all the dead recovered. 

“Why @ere those bodies buried at 
sea, captain?” was asked, The grizzled 
old warrior shook his head, and with 
a sadiy pained expression, swept his 
weather-beaten face. “They were the 
members of the crew,” he said, and 
we couldn't care for them. 

“When we left Halifax we took on 
board all the embalming fluid in the 
city. That was enough to care for 
seventy bodies. The undertakers did 
not think those bodies would keep 
more than three days at sea, and as 
we expected to be out more than two 
weeks we had to bury thm., They re- 
ceived the full service for the dead 
before they slid over the rail,” 

Fifty-seven identified victims of the 
Titanic disaster were buried at .sea 
from the Mackay-Bennett, They had 
been crushed between huge cakes of 
{ce and were wholly unrecognizable. 
Identification was possible only by 
means of the names sewed in the 
pockets, 


First Sod Turned. 


Edmonton, Alta.—Four miles north 
of Oliver, the firat sod on the grade 
of the Pakan branch of the Canadian 
Northern railway was turned re- 
cently, and from this time forward 
there will be no cessation of opera- 
tions on the line throughout the con- 
struction season., ‘We shall turn the 
first sod today, whatever the weather 
conditions may be,” Malcolm McCrim- 
mon, contractor for the branch line, 
declared just before: leaving here 
for the north. He will remain on the 
work throughout the season. 

‘Three hundred teams and as many 
station men, if we can get them, will 
be at work on the Pakan line all 
through the summer and fall,” Mr, 
McCrimmon continued,, “Nothing but 
a shortage of labor and teams can 
hinder the progress of the work.”

THE MARKET REPORT

The advance in prices in the wheat 
markets which was set going by the 
flood of damage reports regarding the 
winter wheat crop in the central states 
of the United States continued briskly 
up till April 20th, by which date the 
highest prices for the present 
crop year were reached in the 
United States markets and 
also in. our Winnipeg market 
There seems little doubt that the am- 
ount of winter killing will result in the 
abandonment of the largest number of 
acres on record. It is freely 
estimated now that as much as 
6,000,000 acres sown to winter 


wheat last fall will have to be 
counted out of this year’s United 
States winter wheat acreage., Mr. B. 
W. Snow, the well-known crop expert, 
issued a summarized estimate, which 
stated that the general situation did 
not encourage an expectation of over 
360,000,000 bushels of wintei 
wheat this year in the United 
States Last year the final officiai 
estimate after threshing was # 
yleld of 431,000,0uu bushels 
Today an estimate of the probable 
acreage under spring wheat in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota forecasts a 
reduction of about-2,000,000 acres, and 
and the reasons given for this are 
shortage of fall plowing, a desire or 
the part of a great many farmers to 
increase diversity in cropping, and 
unfavorable weather in North Dakota 
delaying the seeding of wheat. One 
can easily understand the desire to in- 
crease the acreage of other crops at 
the expense of wheat when one consid- 
ers the big prices going for oats, bar- 
ley, flax, hay and potatoes, but a de- 
crease of 2,000,000 acres in wheat in 
the three leading spring wheat stale, 
on the back of the big de- 
crease in winter wheat. acreage 
would be sensational and unlest 
the average yleld per acre 
over the country does not come close 
to a record yield, the wheat situation 
in the United States during the crop 
year of 1912-1913 would be absolutely 
on a domestic basis. In the United 
States in the last few days there is a 
considerable falling off of the primary 
receipts as compared with a year ago,. 
and an increase in primary ship- 
ments; if continued, there will soon 
be a large decrease in the United 
States visible supply. In regard to 
statistics last week, the world's ship 
ments were comparatively large at 
13,824,000 bu., against 12,016,000 bu. a 
year ago. The quantity on ocean pas- 
sage increased 1,824,000 bu., and the 
total is now 55,848,000 bu., against 56,- 
656,000 bu, one year ago, so that it is 
now only 808,000 bu. less than a year 
ago, while.on March Ist the quantity 
on passage was 15,000,000 less than at 
the saine date in 1911. The amount 
on passage is included in the Kuro: 
‘pean-visiblo-suff}--and-last week that 
visible showed an increase of 3,712,- 
000 bu,, whercas a year ago there was 
a decrease of 3,400,000 bu. Thus the 
aggregate European visible now 
stands at 93,836,000 bu., againat 108,- 
704,000 bu, last year, so that there Is 
{now only a shortage of 14,868,000 bu. 
compared with last year, whereas at 
the beginning of March the figures 
showed a shortage of 37,080,000 bu. 
this year as compared with same date 
in 1911. Even the stocks in public 
warehouses in Liverpool have begun 
to increase slightly, and this week 
amount to 936,000 bu., against 872,000 
bu. last week and 2,304,000 bu. last 
year. The United States visible sup- 
ply decreased last week 1,800,000 bu., 
against a decrease of 1,675,000 bu. a 
year ago, and now stands at 46,160,- 
000 bu., compared to about 31,653,000 
bu, laet year. The Canadian visible 
supply aggregates 31,093,000 bu., 
against 13,672,000 bu. last year, A 
study of the foregoing statistics af- 
fords no ground for any big advance 
in wheat prices. As compared with a 
year ago prices show the large ad- 
vance of 16c to 25c in the United 
States markets, and 10c in our Win- 
nipeg market so that it is just pos- 
sible that the markets are going a lit- 
tle too fast. e have all along looked 
for higher prices, and we are now get- 
ting them, but only time will decide 
as to whether we are justified in look- 
ing for a further important advance. 
Much will depend on the progress of 
this year’s world’s crops, Evidently 
there is no hope of anything but a 
moderate or small winter wheat crop 
in the United States, but the spring 
wheat crops of the United States and 
Western Canada may do well, and Eu- 
ropean crops. are giving a good aver- 
age promise, Caution at the present 
time in buying on the advance is in- 
advisable, but unfavorable weather for 
this year’s crops will send prices very 
high. 

Our Winnipeg market continues as 
strong and healthy as ever. Notwith- 
standing the great accumulations of 
wheat waiting at the terminals for 
the opening of lake navigation, and 
continued liberal movement from the 
country, there is a good demand for 
all grades of cash wheat, and evident- 
ly no scarcity of money to pay for it, 
Lake navigution will probably open in 
a day or two, and will let loose a 
flood of wheat, which, however, is al- 
ready sold for export. The work of 
seeding the new crop over Western 
Canaua is progressing, not fast, but 
steadily, cnd the season go far is what 
we would call normal. We have two 
drawbacks, the shortage in fall plow- 
{ng and too much inferior seed, but 
how these may affect the acreage and 
the character of the crop cannot be 
known until later, ‘

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LEANING TOWER TO BE FIXED. 


As It Is the Chief Source of the Re- 
venue of Pisa, it Must be Made to 
Lean Safely. 

When the leaning tower of Pisa 
was erecte! five centuries ago, the 
architect who designed it had no idea 
that his work would become famous 
because it was destined to stand at 
an angle for several hundred years 


seemingly in utter defiance of the 
law of gravitation. This is the de- 
cision of a scientific commission 


which has just completed an investl- 
gation of the architectural freak, 
Some little time ago a celebrated 
English architect succeeded in de- 
monstrating that the tower Instead 
of being sutisfied with its record as 
the champion leaning thing of the 
world—having been leaning since 
early in the fifteenth century—was 
showing a decided inclination to see 
how much farther it would lean with- 
out falling over. Mistrusting the 
judgment of the tower in this rather 
delicate matter the Pisans engaged a 
commission of scientists to deter 
mine exactly whether the original 
architect had constructed the tower 
in such ® manner as to make acroba- 
tic feats possible or whether its lean- 
ing proclivities had been accidently 
acquired, < 
Professor Canavari, a noted geolog- 
iat, Professor Pizzetti, geodetist, 
Architects Benieri and Cocini and 
engineer Gioyanni Cuppari were the

In many places there are three lines | 
where the whole of the traffic obtain- | 
able in the district is only sufficient 
for one. Many of these roads are not 
ten miles apart, and in several places 
they vere not two. 


On examining any good railroad 
map of Western Canada we find that 
these parallel lines aggregate hund- 
reds of miles of railway, while there 
are many thousands of square miles 
of virgin territory entirely without 
the rairoa¢ facilities they so urgently 
need and which they must have or 
the continued development of the 
country will be seriously checked. 


The trouble arises from the facility 
with which railway charters can be 
obtained, and the honusing system. 
To illustrate: Say half a dozen men 
of*no particular financial standing, 
meet and decide to get a charter for 
a railway. They decide on a scheme 
and esk the government for a char- 
ter. A llitle lobbying of parliament or 
legislature and they get all they ask 
for. They then ask for a bonus and 
get a bond guarantee for $13,000.00 
a mile. The next step is to organize 
a construction company among them- 
selves. The bonds are sold, the cash 
} is to hand, and the contracts for con- 
struction of the lines ure given to the 
construction company. Maybe John 
Smith is president of the railway 
company, and the same John Smith 
is president of the construction com 
pany. So John Smith and the direc 
tors of the railway company award 
the contracts, to John Smith and 
d{rectors of the-construction company 
at thelr own high figures. In short 
they contract with themselves, pay 
themselves out of the proceeds of the 
sale of the guaranteed bonds, and 
pocket the profit, 

That was the old scheme, but the 
new cne goes it one better—it is tc 
organize a Branch Lines Company 
and get a charter and a bond guaran- 
tee entirely independent of the trunk 
line 2ompany. They can now reaj 
jal the advantages gained by a con 

struction company, but the trunk line 
company disowns all responsibility 
Should the branch lines fail to make 
zood, the trunk line company can re: 
fuse to be accountable for its actions. 
and can leave it to shift for itself. 
The results may be: that the interest 
on the bonds of the branch lines com 
pany is not paid and.they will then 
call on the government to pay it. 

Thus the trunk line company will 
have all the benefit of the traffic they 
would have got in any case, the 
branch lines company will pocket all 
che profits they mado on construction, 
and the peopie will pay the piper. 

Of course this game could only be 
worked on a_ railway bonused by 
guaranteed bonds. It could not be 
manipulated in constructing branch 
lines, on a road that paid the entire 
cost of their construction and opera- 
tion, without bond guarantee, out of 
its own treasury. 


Is it not time to call a halt in this 
bonusing business and the indiscri- 
minate giving of charters to railway 
promoters. The credit of the pro- 
vinces is not unlimited. Every mil- 
lion dollars worth of bonds guaran- 
teed is a million dollars taken from 
their.borrowing power. The time will 
come when the limit will be reached 
and at the rate we are now going it 
will not take a very long time before 
that limit will be passed. 

There is now a congestion in the 
transportation of grain. ~The opening 
of every branch line increases this 
congestion. We are told that if pro- 
duction continues to increase as it 
has increased during the past few 
years the railways will not be able 
to handle more than forty per cent. 
of the grain crop of 1915 before the 
close of navigation unless the rail- 
ways double track their main lines, 
Is it not time to put an end to this 
insane bonusing of branch lines until 
provision is made for sending our 1m- 
manee harvests to the markets of the 
world.

SEA MARRIAGES, 


Captains Can Tie the I.not But It 
Can Be Annulled. 


Very fow people are aware of the 
power vested in the coniinanding 
officer of a British man-of-war, or in 
the captain of a British merchaut- 
man, when on the high seas or in a 
foreign port where there is no British 
representative, as regards tafriage, 
providing one or both of the con- 
tracting parties be a British subject. 
The sco; afforded either of the offi- 
cers is such as might be turned to 
very good account by enterprising 
novelists. 

The captains of His Majesty's 
vessels are authorized by the For- 
eign Marriages Act of 1892 to act as 
marriage registrars just the same as 
an ambassador, consul, 
Rosident abroad, and the ceremony 
may teke place on the high seas or 
on board a British man-of-war on @ 
forefgn station, subject to certain 
“prescribed modifications.” These in- 
dicate that the legality of the mar- 
tiage depends on the commanding 
officer fulfilling the conditions of the 
Foreign Marriages Act, which, with 
very slight differences, conforms to 
the conditions as to age, consent of 
parents, false oaths, residence, and 
8o on, 
United Kingdom. 

Though no one ean question a 
captain's authority to marry at sea 
or on board a vessel on a foreign sta- 
tion, if any of the provisions laid 
down are not fulfilled, a Secretary of 
State has the power by means of a 
warrant to vary or annul the marriage 
performed under the act. 

But in the case of such a martiage, 
the captain who acted as registrar is 
protected from any disastrous conse- 
quence ensuing from his act. 

Before this act commanding officers 
of men-of-war and merchantmen cele- 
brated marriages on board under an 
old act, and the marriage had to be 


confirmed on arrival at the nearest | 


port by the British representative 
there. Where there was none, the 
captain himself had to act as consul 
and confirm his own deed. 

In the merchant service the skipper 
has even greater power. He is not 
obliged to give a certificate, the only 
compulsion on him being the necessity

Distribution Of Sexes. 

A German economist, Herr Gulisc- 
tambarof, has recently made some 
alculations concerning the population 
of the world, says the Globe, and he 
arrives at the conclusion that there 
{are 1,700, 000,000 souls. From the 
point of view of sex, he possesses 
some data concerning 1,038,000,000 
(and he finds that of these 621,700,000 
jas males and 616,300,000 are females, 
consequently on the aggregate, the 
professor concludes, there are 990 fe- 
males for every thousand men, Herr 
Gulischambarof finds the same dis- 
tribution beyond Europe. in Africa 
women preponderate, and the ratio 
is greater than that of Europe, for 
in the black continent there are 1,045 
females for every thousand men, 
compared with 1,027 women to the 
same number in Europe, 

In the three other divisions of the 
world women are {n the minority, In 
America they count for every thou- 
sand men 964 women, in Asia 961, 
and in Australia 937. In Africa that 
part were the women population is 
greatest in Uganda, where for a thou- 
sand men they count no fewer than 
1467 women. The female popula- 
tion shows weakness in the Western 
and North-Western States of EEast- 
ern Australia. The greatest paucity 
jof women it to be found in Alaska 
and the Malay States, where for 1000 
men we find only 391 and 389 women 
respectively,
